Mr. Gould having given in the various calculations of the probable annual 
average cost of repairs, insurance, and other expenses, in pursuance of the resolu- 
tion of last board-day, 

“ Resolved, That said calculations be submitted to the Poor Law Commis- 
sioners for their approval.” 

Which calculations when [were ?] acted on by the valuators, and used for that 
purpose, and at all times since by the Guardians and revisor, up to the 6th day of 
March 3843, when the revisor, by and with the consent of the Guardians, adopted 
and used the scale marked No. 2, (also sent) in the rate made on said last-mea- 
tioned day. 

_ In reference to scale No. 1, and as regards the City of Cork Electoral Division, 
in which is c(^prised the entire borough, the column for » Tenants’ Taxes and 
other Public Charges,” was filled upon a poundage of 35.

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And in reply to that part of said Order, relative to any appeals against, or tlie 
quashing of the rates, I have to state, that several appeals for individual rates have 
been entered into and prosecuted, and that the only appeal against the whole rate 
was the one entered upon ; when the rate made on the 22d of August 1842 was, 
by the assistant-barrister, quashed, for that the Guardians did not fill up either of 
the columns for “Landlords’ Repairs and Insurance,” and for “Gross Annual 
Value.”

filling up of certain Columns in the Rate-boohs, and other Particulars, viz. : — 

August 4, 1841. 

Resolved, That Mr. Bolger (the valuator) be instructed to value forthwith 
all houses that have been rated to the poor, between the amounts of Eight and 
Ten pounds, in the City Electoral Division, for landlords’ repairs and insurance, in 
order to have same placed in a column in the rate-books for that purpose. 

August lUli, 1841. 

Resolved, That Mr- Bolger not having appeared here, although applied to, for the 
purpose of filling up the columns for “ Landlords’ Repairs and Insurance,” he be 
informed, that if he do not fill up the rate-books, as above, on or before Saturday, 
Mr. Crean will then be appointed for that purpose. 

September 1st, 1841. 

Resolved, That a case be sent to Richard Moore, Esq. Queen’s Counsel, 
requesting him to advise the Board as to the manner in which their rate-books 
should be prepared, and also to give general directions for their future guidance in 
any additions or alterations that may be necessary, and that the Chairman, 
Messrs. Warren, Loughnan, Baker, Roper, and Sherrard be requested to give 
instructions for the preparation of a case for that purpose. 

Resolved, That, preparatory to the striking of the next rate, a valuator be 
directed to revise the original valuation, and make all the columns in as strict 
accordance with the Poor Law Act as the circumstances of the country will admit 
of, adding such tenements as are not already valuer), and that he be directed to do 
it with all expedition, consistent with the desire of the Board ; that the books 
should be made most correct, and strictly according to law ; also that our clerk- be 
directed to have two original sets of rate-books prepared, one to lie on the table 
for the use of the public, the other to be locked up under seal of the chairman, 
and only to be opened and produced at the Board. 

The sum adopted by the valuator, as the annual average cost of repairs and 
insurance, was 2s. &d, in the pound on the net annual value; and this estimate 
was made in the autumn of the year 1839, when the valuation was first made of 
the Union. 

No rate has been appealed against for any mistake or omission in these 
columns. 

The whole of the borough of Dublin is not included in the North Dublin 
Union; not more than one half, the remainder being included in the South 
Dublin Union.
